MANDAMUS FOR SHAW. 


Governor and Citizen of Iowa Disagree 
Regarding Certain Lands. 

Des Moines, Ia., Dec. 23.—Wilson L. 
| Ogden, ot W Toodbury shemenh has be- 
gun mandamus preceedings to compel 
Governor Shaw to request the federal 
goverment to patent to the state cer- 
tain lands in Woodbury county which 
Ogden claims are swamp lands within 
the meaning of the law. If these are 
held to be swamp lands the State must 
give_them to the county in which they’ 
are located and Ogden has arranged to 
buy them from the county in case it 
secures’ them. The governor’s de- 
mand that they be set off as swamp 
lands is the only thing needed. 

The governor has refused to take 
this action, claiming that such lands 
are not swamp and should belong, to 
the state rather than to the counties. 
The matter will be tried to the highest 
courts and it will be decided: wheth- 
er all the partially dried lakes ia the 
state belong to the state or the coun- 
ties.. Speculators have done an im- 
mensely profitable business heretofore 
in these lands.

The death of Dwight L.oMod@y, the great 
evangelist, which occurred here at 
noon yesterday will wake a sense of 
Sorrow in the hearts of thousands of 
people in many lands.

The evan- 
gelist broke down in Kansas City, Mo., 
where he was holding services about a 
month ago, and the seriousness of his 
condition was so apparent to the phy-

After he reached Northfield eminent 

physicians were consulted and \every- 
thing was done to prolong life. A 
bulletin issued last week communicated 
the tidings to the public that Moody 
was very ill, but that a little improve- 
ment was noticed. This week the pa- 
tient showed a steady gain until Thurs- 
day, when he showed Symptoms of 
nervousness accompanied by weakness 
which caused the family muchanxiety. 
Yesterday morning the weakness con- 
tinued, and at 8 o’clock Moody called 
his wife and children, telling them that 
the end was not far off. The family 
remained close by the bedside all the 
forenoon. The evangelist was almost 
free from pain, and occasionally he 
talked with apparent ease. About the 
last words he was heard to utter were: 
“T have alwaye been an ambitious 
man, not to lay up wealth, but to find 
work to do.” 

Just before 12 o’clock the watchers 
saw that the end was approaching and 
at exactly noon the great preacher 
passed away.

Moody was one of nine children, and 
the mother had a hard struggle to keep 
the family together. From Boston 
Moody went to Chicago in 1856, clerk- 
ing again in a shoe store. Here he 
displayed the practical energy for 
which he has been noted all his life 
loug 

Moody’s first missionary work was 
done in Chicago, where he commenced 
his famous North Market Hall Misson 


school, now developed into Moody 
institute. It was in a tough district. 
The old hall was used on Saturday 
nights for dances. After the crowds 
left Moody and one or two of his as- 
sociates would spend the early hours 
of Sunday morning in cleaning up the 
sawdust and filth and putting the room 
in order for Christian work. ‘This 
thing was kept up for six years. Then 
Moody rented a saloon that would ac- 
commodate about 200 persons. He 
boarded up the side windows and fur- 
nished it with unpainted pine board 
It was a dismal, unventilated 
place, and during service it was nec- 
essary to have policemen guard the 
door and buliding. 

' Besides Moody institute in Chica- 
go two well-endowed educational in- 
stitutions have grown up at North- 
field, Mass., under Moody’s fostering 
care, the one for girls, the other, 
Mount Hermon sehool, for young men. 
The Mount Hermon School for’ Sum- 
mer Workers was established in 1880. 
There Moody spent his summers with 
his family. One of his sons is the edi- 
tor of a church paper and the other is 
a boy yet at school studying for the 
Congregational ministry. He has two 
daughters, both of whom are married. 
His wife was Miss Emma C. Revell, 
of Chicago. Moody was as well known 
and respected in uence as in Amer- 
lea.

Rome, Dec. 23.—A terrible disaster 
took place yesterday afternoon at 
Amalfi, the popular tourist resort on 
the Gulf of Salerno. About 2 o'clock 
an enormous rock upon which stood 
the Cappuccini hotel slid bodily into 
the sea withadeafening roar and with- 
out a moment’s warning, carrying with 
it the hotel. the old Caypchin monas- 
tery.below, the Hotel Santa Calerina 
and several villas. Many people were 
-puried in the debris, which crushed 
four vessels to the bottom of the sea, 
destroying their crews. The mass of 
earth which slipped was about 50,000 
eubic yards. The population is in a 
state of terror, fearing fresh calamities. 
Troops have arrived upon the scene 
and begun rescue work. 
Lose of Life Is Heavy. . 
It is believed that the loss of life is 
heavy, including a number of monks 
and the occupants of the hotel. As yet 
it is impossible to ascertain the exact 
number. 2 p) 
Amalfi is a small but lively town of 
7,000 inhabitants, situated at the en- 
trance of a deep ravine, surrounded by 
imposing mountains and rocks of the 
most picturesque forms. The Capushin 
monastery was founded in 1212 by Car- 
dinal Pietro Capuano for the cister- 
ians, but came into possession of the 
Capuchins in 1583. The building which 
stood in the hollow of the great rock 
that rose abruptly from the sea to a 
height of 230 feet, contained fine clois- 
ters. :

BOTH OF RESPECTABLE POSITION, 


Wind Up a Night of Pleasurz with a Trag- 
edy in a Clark Street Resort, Where the 
Dead Woman Had Been the Gayest of 
the Gay—Dies After Proposing a Toast: 
to Mothers, She Having Ignored Her 


Own Mother's Counsels, 


Chicago, Dec. »- 23.—-Miss Mabel 
Powell, 22 years old, who lived with 
her mother at 4207 Drexel boulevard, 
and whose charms and talents had 
wou for her the friendship of many 
members of the best households on the 
south side, died suddenly ‘from mior- 
phine cr opium poisoning in the resort 
at 441 Clark street at 2 o’clock yester- 
day merning. It is belived the drug 
was tnken with suicidal intent. It did 
not take effect for several hours and in 
that interval the girl had devoted her- 
self to revelry, waiting for death, but 
making no sign to her friends with 
whom sbe had been passing the hours 
in dancing and singing. Hier last words 
were a prettily worded toast, spoken in 
a voice broken with sobs which in an 
instant followed gay laughter. The 
toast was original and was a beautiful, 
simple tribute to the constancy of a 
mother’s love. Five minutes’ later the 
girl was dead. 

Mrs. Wells Tells the Story. 

Miss Powell had been to the Clark 
street place once before. She went 
there last night with Mrs. C. H. Wells, 
a wealthy widow of 21 years, who has 
been studving music in Chicago, and 
staying at the Great Northern hotel. 
Mrs. Wells, lives at the Alms hotel, 
Walnut hill, Cincinnati, and has rela- 
tives of prominence. Miss Powell had 
been educated in exclusive eastern 
schools and is said to have been un- 
usually bright and accomplished. The 
story leading up to the end of the girl’s 
life is not commonplace. It was told 
by Mrs. Wells between sobs and fre-} 
quent expressions of remorse at the 
Harrison street station annex yester- 
day. Mrs. Wells is a petite woman | 
of neither the pronounced brunette nor 
the blonde type. She was attired in 
a gown of black silk, and diamonds 
glistened on her hands and from a 
brooch at her throat. 

Had Frouble with Her Mother. 

“T met Mabel a week ago Monday,” 
said Mrs. Wells. ‘We were introduced 
by a friend in my apartments at the 
Great Northern. I liked the girl at once. 
She was so lively and cheerful and the 
best company one could wish. I met 
her often, and twice I went to dinner 
at her home in Drexel boulevard. 
Mabel and I went downtown in the 
evening and she remained all night 
with me at the hotel. The second time 
this occurred Mabel told me her moth- 
er was ahery about it and had told 
her she need not come home any more 
if she did not do differently. I saw 
that she felt very badly over the 
trouble and induced her to share my 
apartments at the hotel. 

Both Women “Went the Pace.” . 

“We met many friends. during the 
two weeks that followed. We both 
loved excitement and went out every
